ARAPHRASING the Maxwell House coffee slogan, 

and as the automobile industry goes into 1934’s twi- 
light, it may well be said that the season now winding 
up has been “good to the last drop.” The returns are 
not all in as yet but it is beginning to look as if Al 
Reeves’ prediction of 2,800,000 units in 1934 will not be 
wide of the mark. 

Reports from the field tell of cleaning-up sales that 
should put our house in order for the next year. Pro- 
duction is at its lowest ebb right now and it seems safe 
to say that there isn’t a single car plant in the Detroit 
area which is in any kind of production. This does not 
necessarily mean, though, that the factories are idle, for 
it is a tremendous task to change over to the manufacture 
of new models, which jobs of course means considerable 
activity at the present time. 

* * * 


AS WE SLIP ALONG into November it begins to 
look more and more likely that most of the new stuff 
will not break until after the first of December, which 
prediction is borne out by the date book of the writer 
which shows no preview announcement engagements at 
this writing. When the Paul Prys are called into action, 
that presages forthcoming announcements. There is a 
likelihood of a couple of companies staging previews in 
a week or so, but at this writing there is nothing 
definite. 

So, putting two and two together, the writer is of the 
opinion that there will be no great activity in the way 
of announcements much before the end of the first week 
in December. I know of some of the big fellows who 
are holding their shot until the end of the year. But 
you can rest assured that no time will be wasted and 
that when the new stuff does break it will be backed 
up by enough advance production to stock dealers so 
there will not be the holdup the industry experienced 
last winter. * * : 

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S announced intention, 
following the extension of the Automobile Manufacturers’ 
Code, of studying conditions in the automobile industry 
in an effort to level out the peaks and valleys of em- 
ployment strikes me as something easier said than done. 
Not but what the industry would not welcome the estab- 
lishment of employment equilibrium, but how to do it is 
something else again. 

Rereading the speech of Al Reeves, made before the 
Detroit Rotary Club recently, it impresses me that 
maybe the vice-president of AMA hit on one of the 
possible solutions when he predicted that when’ those 
new industries which will make the streamlined railroad 
trains, air-conditioning equipment and fabricated homes 
really get to going that Detroit is apt to get the job 
of building them. 

With all the plant capacity automobile manufacturers 
in Detroit have, it should be possible to take these new 
industries into their factories, stagger the seasons and 
give labor steady jobs throughout the year. Automo- 
biles being seasonal, motor car production could be the 
backbone, with the others fitting in when automobile 
manufacturing operations slow up. 

Just a suggestion of a lay mind, but something worth 
looking into. * * *

though there may not be so many people from the plants 
making the trip to New York. 
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October Production Estimated 130,000; November May Better Earlier 
Predictions; September Sales Fall Below September 1933; October 
Sales Show Firmness; Hudson, Olds, Dodge, Auburn Have Good Month. 


Final check on October production places 


October the total at approximately 130,000 units. 
Output This figure is 10 to 15 thousand below the 
130,000 earlier estimates, which is accounted for 


by the fact that many companies, per- 
haps, began their preparations for 1935 a little earlier 
than had been anticipated as sales swung upward dur- 
ing the latter part of the month. The October total this 
year compares with 138,365 in the same month a year 
ago and 174,451 in September this year. The stepping 
up of work on new models will likely have little effect 
on new line announcements, but will result in stocking 
dealers so that they will be in a better position to take 
advantage of the fanflare attendant to new model an- 
nouncements this year than they were a year ago. The 
slightly lower than expected production during October 
is also likely to be balanced by a corresponding increase 
in November production above earlier estimates. One 
large producer has set a November schedule at the 
same rate as obtained in September with a proviso that 
not more than 10,000 of the November schedule will be 
carried over into December. Coupled with this is the 
likelihood that some plants will start actual assembly 
of 1935 models during the latter part of the current 
month. With this in mind it is possible that the 
November total will be above the 100,000 mark, and, in 
any case, not far below. 
~~ + * 
Definite indication that October sales en- 
October Sales joyed a decided pick-up in the latter 
Show weeks of the month is contained in the 
Firmness monthly report of the Detroit Auto Deal- 
ers’ Assn., showing that October new car 
sales fell only 72 units short of September. These fig- 
ures are for Wayne County, which includes Detroit, and 
are looked upon as dependable indicators of national 
automobile sales trends. The total for October this year 
was 2,006 against 2,895 in October last year and 2,078 
in September this year. Truck sales in Wayne County 
did not fare so well during the past month, showing a 
total of 299 and 379 in September and 260 in October 
a year ago. On the other hand, truck sales in the county 
for the first ten months of the year show a total of 4,992 
against 2,357 in the same period of 1933—a gain of 


better than 100 per cent. Passenger car sales for the 
first ten months totaled 51,867 against 41,632 in 1933.

September tember represented the first decline below 
Sales the corresponding month a year ago to be 
Drop Off experienced in 1934. The total was 146,- 


931 for September this year against 157,- 
834 in 193% or a decline of 6.91 per cent. It must be 
recalled, however, that September last year was an un- 
usually strong month, with buyers who were out of the 
market earlier in the spring coming in to build up the 
fall sales. As compared with August this year, Sep- 
tember showed a decline of only 24.1 per cent which is 
Just about a seasonal drop. Commercial car sales, on 
the other hand, registered a total of 37,225 units, or an 
increase of 19.05 per cent over September last year and 
a decline of only 8.74 per cent from the all-time record 
of 40,790 commercial cars registered in August. 

In spite of the September decline the first three-quar- 
ters of 1934 are well in advance on the same period of 
1933 for both passenger cars and trucks. Passenger 
cars during the first nine months showed a total of 
1,964,690 against 1,204,950 in the same period of 1933, 
while trucks piled up the phenomenal total of 310,259 
against 183,540 in the same period of 1933. 

* * * 


Sales of the Chrysler Corp. through all 
its divisions in the first nine months of 
1934 showed a good increase over the 
same period of 1933, but profits were con- 
: siderably less due to increased wages and 
cost of materials and lower prices for cars. During 
the first nine month this year the corporation and its 
division sold 523,283 new motor vehicles and reported 
a profit of $9,422,826 or $2.17 a share on the 4,345,788 
shares outstanding. During the same period last year 
the corporation and its divisions sold 387,266 motor 
vehicles but the profits for the period were placed at 
$11,937,683, or $2.77 a share. Sales during the first 
nine months of this year were valued at $11,780,091, 
while the sales in the same period of 1933 were valued 
at $202,061,415. On this basis the dollar volume of
